When Go v ernment Pro secuto r in His 
Argument Against the Standard Oil 
Co mpany Made the Statement That 
Ro ckefeller Had Made an Affidav it 
That Was No t True, the Grav e J us­ 
tices Sat Up and To o k No tice. 


W ashington, Jan. 14—A fter F rank B. 
Kellogg, special cou nsel for the gov­ 
ernm ent in the case against the Stan­ 
dard Oil company, had devoted m ore 
than three hou rs in enu m erating the 
alleged offenses of Mr. M ilbu rn’s cli­ 
ent, the favorable pictu re of the S tan­ 
dard Oil Com pany of Newr Jersey 
which Jchn G. MUbiirn, attorney for 
tha t corporation, drew for the benefit 
of the su prem e cou rt, was somewffiat 
m arred. 
Mr. Kellogg was particu larly 
harsh on John D. Rock efeller, charg­ 
ing him w ith having m ade an affidavit 
tha t was “u ntru e.” 
Kellogg was m anifestly in earnest 
when he began his argu m ent. 
“This 
is a case against a holding com pany,” 
said he. “I have listened w ith adm ira­ 
tion to the charm ing story of cou nsel, 
bu t I shall not deal in rom ance. 
I in­ 
tend to present facts that are in this 
record. 
I w ant to say to this cou rt on 
my oath as a m em ber of the bar tha t 
the equ al of this record in oppression 
has not been fou nd in the com m ercial 
history of the cou ntry. 
I d istru st my 
ability to present the facts.” 
Mr. Kellogg introdu ced his argu ­ 
m ent by going back to the form ation 
of a Sou th Im provem ent com pany in 
Pennsylvania, throu gh the agency of 
which, he alleged, the Standard Oil 
com pany began the bu siness of reb at­ 
ing. 
H e declared tha t the Sou th Im­ 
provem ent com pany was the “rock ” 
u pon which the Standard Oil com pany 
was bu ilded. 
He recited again the 
story of the m ethods by which the 
Standard Oil com pany enjoyed the 
benefit of rebates, not only on its own 
shipm ents, bu t also on the shipm ents 
of its com petitors. 
Even after the 
Pennsylvania legislatu re, in response 
to a pu blic dem and, had dissolved the 
Sou th 
Im provem ent 
company, 
the 
Standard continu ed to enjoy the re ­ 
bates throu gh other influ ences. H e es­ 
tim ated that $5,000,000 in rebates were 
paid to the Standard by the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad alone. 
“I have been the attorney for rail­ 
roads and I am fam iliar w ith the cu rse 
of rebates,” exclaim ed Mr. Kellogg, 
"bu t the record of this case, which 
shows that the Standard was fatten­ 
ing u pon a steady revenu e derived 
from the shipm ents of its stru ggling j 
com petitors, 
goes 
beyond 
anything | 
tha t has ever come w ithin my k now l­ 
edge.” 
He cfeclarM that the Pennsylvania 
railroad, to m eet the drain u pon its 
resou rces by the rebates paid, had ad­ 
vanced transportation rates on oil, al­ 
ready prohibitive, to six tim es w hat 
they w ere before. 
Continu ing 
his 
narrative 
of 
the 
strenu ou s history of the Standard Oil 
in Pennsylvania, and of the alleged 
benefits it enjoyed u nder the Sou th 
Im provem ent com pany contracts, Mr. 
Kellogg attack ed John D. R ock efeller 
personally. 
He told how pu blic in­ 
dignation against Mr. R ock efeller and 
the Pennsylvania railroad grew be­ 
cau se of the alleged discrim iantions 
and rebates u ntil finally they w ere in­ 
dicted. 
H e referred to the fact that 
when Mr. R ock efeller was on the w it­ 
ness stand he cou ld not rem em ber the 
circu m stances connected w ith the in- 
dictifient. 
‘‘His mind was so bu sy in those days 
w ith the details of barrel m ak ing and 
su ch m atters,” said Mr. Kellogg, “that 
the fact tha t he had been indicted 
m ade no im pression u pon his mind, 
apparently.” 
A t one tim e Mr. Kellogg charged 
Mr. R ock efeller w ith having m ade a 
false affidavit jn -lS S l, when, in the 
cou rse of a su it brou ght in Ohio u pon 
a trad e agreem ent, he m et the charge 
tha t the Standard Oil of Ohio was in a 
com bination w ith other concerns to 
create a monopoly and control prices. 
Mr. Rock efeller, so Law yer Kellogg 
charged, m ade an affidavit denying 
any com bination or affiliation with 
other com panies. 
Mr. Kellogg said 
that this was at a tim e when the com ­ 
panies w ere com bined in the tru sts of 
1879. 
The charge arou sed the inter­ 
est of the m em bers of the cou rt and 
Ju stice Holmes su ggested tha t u nder 
th e pecu liar conditions of the tru st of 
18 7 9-the affidavit of Mr. Rock efeller 
m ay have been “literally tru e.” 
“I think not,” qu ick ly replied Mr. 
Kellogg w ith great em phasis. 
“I be­ 
lieve tha t even shaving to the wind 
as 
clo se as you c in and giving him 
the 
benefit of every dou bt, Mr. Rock efel­ 
ler’s affidavit was 
u ntru e. I kno w 
this: 
E ither he testified 
falsely then 
o r he testified falsely in th is case.” 
"Did Mr. R ock efeller try to ex plain 
his affidavit w hen it w as bro ught to * 
h is attention?” ask ed J ustice Lurto n. 
"No,” sharply replied

mittee this year and that Senator 
Ralph K. Kane j(Rep.), who was not 
a member of the committee in 1909, 
was made a member by the Demo­ 
crats this year, says'the Indianapo­ 
lis News. 
Some of the friends of the uniform 
text book law say they see some sig­ 
nificance in this situation. 
Senator 
Moore, as chairman of the committee 
in 1909, they point out, succeeded in 
smothering a bill presented by Sena­ 
tor Kane against that law.

Indianapolis, Jan. 14.—The solon^ 
felt th at they ought to be given a 
chance to get back home to see the 
folks, so when the legislature adjourn­ 
ed for the day y esterday it was until 
nex t Monday afternoon a t 2 o’clock. 
No Saturday labor for them . T hat will 
be all right when the rush of business 
along la te r 'in the session dem ands 
full hours. But at present, whaUs the 
use? 
So i t was early adjournm ent 
y esterday and a hurried packing of 
grips and away , free from the burdens 
of state for two whole day s. 
The senate decided y esterday th at 
the election of a U nited States senator 
be m ade a special order of business 
nex t Tuesday m orning at 11 o’clock, 
and th a t a com m ittee of two be ap­ 
pointed to arrange w ith the house for 
the joint m eeting. 
Senators Shively 
and M cCarty are the D em ocrats who 
w ill, m ake speeches nom inating John 
W. K ern for U nited S tates senator, 
and Senators Grube, Proctor and oth­ 
ers will m ake addresses in seconding 
the nom ination. 
F or the Republicans, 
S enator Wood will nom inate A lbert J. 
Beveridge, and he will be followed by 
seconding speeches by Senators D urre 
and Gavit. 
Twenty -five new bills w ere intro­ 
duced in the senate. 
The bill provid­ 
ing for the filling of vacancies in town 
offices by appointm ent instead of elec­ 
tion wras passed, and the bill for the 
election of county school superinten­ 
dents by popular vote was killed after 
a spirited debate. Among the bills in­ 
troduced was one by Senator H auck 
tor the abolishm ent of county councils 
ahd tow nship advisory boards.

“The old-fashioned school m eeting,” 
and “the little red schoolhouse” w ere 
brought to the fore by Senator Pow­ 
ers in defense of his bill tor the popu­ 
lar election of county superintendents. 
He also objected to the hold some in­ 
efficient superintendents seem to have 
on office. 
“In our county we find our county 
superintendent has held office for the 
last tw enty y ears,” said IPow’ers. “We 
can’t get him out. 
It m akes no differ­ 
ence when new* trustees come in. 
He 
gets the job. 
The trouble w ith our 
school sy stem has been th at we are 
taking the rights of the people away 
and giving them to boards of educa­ 
tion. 
Our old-fashioned school m eet­ 
ing is gone. 
I am in favor of placing 
the regulation of the school sy stem in 
the hands of the fathers and m others 
and putting the little red schoolhouse 
hack on the sections w here they used 
to be and w here they belong.” 
Senators H auck and Jackson, who 
favored indefinite postponem ent and 
who are m em bers of the com m ittee on 
elections, argued th at the election by 
the people would put the office into 
politics, especially as the Pow ers bill 
provided tor elections in presidential 
y ears. 
Senators R atts and Grube took 
sharp issue say ing th at the office al­ 
ready is as deep in politics as it can 
get. 
“The office of county superinten­ 
dent is controlled and dom inated by 
politics m ore than any other office, and 
is as corrupt as any ,” declared Grube. 
“Men have been known to buy the of­ 
fice.” 
The roll call showed tw enty 
senators favoring the substitution of 
the m inority report, which was favora­ 
ble to the bill, and tw enty -eight for in­ 
definite postponem ent. 


A sk s For Votes For Women. 
In th e house twenty -one new bills 
w ere introduced, including one in fa­ 
vor of fem ale suffrage in Indiana; an­ 
o ther to m ake Columbus Day , Oct. 12, 
a legal holiday ; one to require prop­ 
erty holders to pay tor pavem ent of 
stre e t intersections, and another to 
provide th a t im peachm ent proceedings 
against any public official 
may be 
started by a tax pay er. 
The w om an’s suffrage bill was in­ 
troduced at the request of Mrs. A. D. 
Leach of Sullivan, president of the 
Sullivan County B ar association, and 
state president and organizer for the 
Political Equality association, a na­ 
tional organization w ith an Indiana 
branch. 
The bill has no relation to 
one proposed by the Indiana W om an’s 
League, which proposes to introduce 
a bill providing th at all women shall 
he given the right to vote in city elec­ 
tions. 
T he Tingle bill for im peachm ent o f 
public officials attracted considerable 
attention. 
U nder its provisions any 
tax pay er or organization of tax pay ers, 
acting through the nam e of any one o f 
th eir num ber, m ay petition the circuit 
court for im peachm ent, and it 
be­ 
com es incum bent on the court to a ct. 
Repo rts were hea rd fro m a number 
o f co mmittees, a nd in this co nnectio n 
Spea ker Venema n ca lled the a ttentio n 
o f the ho use to o ne (ff the rules, the 
enfo rcing o f which will g o fa r to wa rd 
eco no my . He to ld a ll co mmittees tha t 
when they repo rt o n a bill the printing 
o f which wo uld be useless, they sho uld 
reco mmend tha t the bill be no t printed.
